Arrived fate on Good-Friday laſt, in 
the Bay of Dublin, where "he ſpyed 
in the Harbour, the Jriſh Admiral 
Ca Scoth Ship taken from Captain. 


Hammiltoy, and now Commanded 


by one Patrick Bennet ) with about 
Twenty other Veſſels of ſmaller 
Burthen, Laden with Hides, Tal- 
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low, and Butter, riding at Anchor 
in Polebeg, within the Bar. Where- 
upon tlie Captain quitted his own 
Ship ( She being of too great a Bur- 
then to enter the Hart cur, > and 
went on Board the-Monmouth-Yatch, 
and with That, and Two mcre, he 
went over the Bar, Steering his 
Courſe dirctly towards the 7riſh- 
Admiral, w ho cut her Cables, and 
endeavoured to run up to FXingsend- 
Point ( as the other Veſſels did, du- 
rivg the Engagement, ) tut Sir 
Clowdſley Shovel bkeing under Sail, 
approached fo faſt, that he forced 
an Engagement ; and the Fight 
laſted an hour, being cloſely tol- 
lowed on both ſwdes ; after which, 
Captain Bennet ſeeing little hopes 


of Victory, and perceiving many 


of his Men to lye dead on the 
Decks, he run the Ship on ground, 
on the South Strand, and the Capt. 
and what Men he had fett alive, 
made their Eſcape, and got on 
Shore, leaving his Ship a Prize to 
that Worthy Commander , our 
Emgliſh Captain. The Firing fo 
briskly in the Harbour, ſoon Al- 
larmed the City, whereupon King 
Fames, and his ſmall Army, being 
Two Regiments of Fcot, and One 
of Horſe, came down on the Strand, 
by Andrew Cave's Houſe ( about 
half a Mile from Rirgsend ) dread- 
ing an Invaſion, and fearing the 
buſineſs would have gone farther 
than the loſs of his Ships. *-- Sir 
Clowdſley Man'd out fome long 
Boats, and by the help of the Tide, 
brought off the Veſſel : King James 
himſelt being a SpeQator, and Eye- 
witneſs of this our Commanders 
Bravery, and his own great los: 
And I believe was glad it proceeded 


no farther. All the Oppoſition his 
gazing Soldiers gave, was, Two 
French Troqps rid into the Water, 
and : ſhot their Piſtols againſt the 
ſide of the Ship : In recompence 
whereof, a Shot was ſent from the 
Ship, which brought one of the 
Troopers into the Water, his Horſe 
being ſhot under him. 


Tuo Boys ran from the Shore 


- ( beirg Proteſtants) up to their 


Necks in Water, deſiring help from 
rhe Sea-men, and were taken up 
by one of the long Boats. 


In this Action we loſt not a Man, 


neither had we any but one Wound- - 


ed, though there were ſound in 
the Enemies Veſſels Twenty Dead, 
beſides others, which in the Fight, 
undoubtedly dropt over-Board. 


On Maunday laſt came in here 


Forty Five Waggons, telonging to 


the Train of Artillery ; and yelter- 
day Morning they went down' to 
Highlake. 


Yeſterday came in here Count 
Naſſaw's Regiment of Foot : And 
to Morrow comes in another Regj- 
ment of Foot. 


We hear from Lz5shurne, of the 
x4th Inſtant, That the Forces Shipt 
off at Briſtol, are ſafely Arrived 


' there, conſiſting of Three Thou- 


ſand Men: And that Fifty Thou- 
ſand Pounds Sterling came thither 
that day : And that our Men are 
Hearty, and the Weather gocd; 


.fo that we ſuddenly expe to hear 


of further Action.
